McCarthy will have to 
overcom e if he is to be nomi­ 
nated, drew 6 per cent of the 
votes. But those were write-in 
votes, for his nam e was not on 
the ballot. And Kennedy had 
urged that people who favor 
him vote for McCarthy in Wis­ 
consin. 
Nixon’s Republican landslide 
read this way, with 3.094 pre­ 
cincts counted:

With that victory, Nixon cap­ 
tured 30 Wisconsin votes at the 
Republican national convention. 
McCarthy won 17 Democratic 
votes with his state-wide victo­ 
ry, and another 32 by carrying 
eight congressional districts. 
George C. Wallace, the form er 
Alabam a governor cam paigning 
for president as an independent, 
drew scant support in Wiscon­ 
sin’s presidential prim ary Tues­ 
day.

FBI Probes 
Alleged Demo 
Arm-Twisting 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
FBI 
has 
opened 
a 
crim inal 
investigation into an accusation 
that the head of the M aritime 
Administration summoned 79 of 
his top-salary employes to a 
business-hours 
m eeting 
and 
pressured them to contribute to 
the Democratic party. 
The charge was m ade last 
week to The Associated Press 
by a high-level employe of the 
agency who said Acting Admin­ 
istrator Jam es W. Gulick held 
the meeting M arch 21 in a 
conference room near his office 
in the General Accounting Of­ 
fice building. 
At the meeting, the employe 
said, Gulick told those present 
that each would have to deride 
for himself how to respond to in­ 
vitations to a $250-a-place Dem­ 
ocratic fund-raising dinner, then 
added: 
“ If you want to m ake sure 
that you have a nice, clean file 
—and you can be sure that a file 
-is kept somewhere—you know 
what to do.” 
Such 
action 
would 
violate 
election law prohibiting a feder­ 
al employe from soliciting polit­ 
ical contributions from another 
federal employe on federal prop­ 
erty, a Justice D epartm ent of­ 
ficial told The Associated Press 
on Tuesday. 
The FBI moved into the case 
Monday at the request of the 
Justice D epartm ent’s Criminal 
Division, the official said. He 
declined to speculate on the 
length or outcome of the probe. 
Gulick has acknowledged call­ 
ing the meeting on M arch 21. He 
also said a second meeting was 
called the next day because “ I 
heard of the possibility of a m is­ 
understanding.” He denied how­ 
ever, that he put any pressure 
on his employes to contribute to 
the dinner, scheduled for this 
Thursday. 
“There was no pressure, no 
solicitation, and whatever they 
wanted to do was in accordance 
with their own circum stances 
and their own positions,” Gulick 
said. 
The source within the agency 
said, “ The tone of Gulick’s re­ 
m arks was that I’m a nice guy 
and I’m not going to do any­ 
thing to you (if you don’t con­ 
tribute) but . . .’ 
“ I’ve seen pressure before but 
this was the worst I’ve ever run 
into,” he added.

To develop new systems and 
revitalize old ones, HUD has 
spent a third of a billion dollars 
in the last three years. 
So iar, the federal effort has 
failed to halt the decline in ur­ 
ban transit passengers, from 19 
billion in 1945 to less than 7 bil­ 
lion in 1966, even though the ur­ 
ban population has been soar­ 
ing. 
And HUD officials say it’s 
going to take a lot more money 
—most of it local but more fed­ 
eral, too—to reverse the trend. 
While 
HUD-supported 
re­ 
search has produced no single, 
spectacular 
solution, 
officials 
say a number of projects show 
promise. 


These include: 
—A gasoline-and electric-pow- 
I 
ered 
minicar, 
developed 
by 
General Motors and the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, half the 
length of the average car. It 
would seat three, and haye a top 
speed of 60 miles per hour, cut 
down needed parking space by 
three to four times and give off 
only one-tenth the air pollution. 
—Dual-mode 
automobiles. 
The small, battery-powered ve­ 
hicles would travel both on reg­ 
ular streets and on rail guide- 
ways to and from downtown. 
Equipped 
with 
steel 
flange 
wheels in addition to rubber 
tires, the cars would draw elec­ 
tric power from the guideways 
and travel in trains as close as 
one foot and at speeds around 40 
m.p.h. The concept could be 
demonstrated in a few years. 
—Westinghouse’s Skybus pro­ 
ject near Pittsburgh. The com­ 
puter-controlled, 
minitrain-like 


affair with rubber wheels runs 
on an elevated concrete guide­ 
way. Federal officials say the 
system may prove useful for 
medium-density 
cities 
which 


cannot support costly rail trans­ 
it systems. 
For the throbbing center of 
the problem —downtown—feder­ 
al officials have their eyes on 
such systems as conveyor belts, 
minitrains and minibuses, mon­ 
orails, overhead sidewalks and 
even moving sidewalks.

British radio astronom ers dis­ 
covered them last sum m er but 
didn’t report their findings to 
the scientific world until late in 
February. Since then, American

have 
also detected 
them. 
Declaring the discovery has 
astounded astronom ers through­ 
out Hie world, Kellermann said 
most radio astronom ers in the 
United States and abroad—in­ 
cluding himself—believe the sig­ 
nals are probably coming from 
“ neutron states.”

objects

sumed to be a form of wreckage 
from supernovae or exploding 
stars.
